T ra v el is a broadening experience and 
one needs to look but a little bit to see things 
of interest. One way of looking a t things is to 
com pa re them with a local situation or con­ 


dition. 
If the people of Lincoln think they have 
problems on the local government level. 
they should 
think for 
a 
moment 
of 
Washington, 
D.C. 
Here 
is a 
city 
of 
nearly 
a 
million 
people 
who have no self-govern­ 
ment at all. The D istrict of Columbia is 
governed by a congressional 
com m ittee. 
This is a com m ittee composed of men from 
all parts of the country. It is also considered 
a minor com m ittee by the House and Sena te 
and one on which few m em bers of Congress 
want to serve. 
After all, what kind of a political record 
for the folks ba ck home ca n be made by 
governing the D istrict of Colum bia ? The 
folks ba ck home a re not very concerned 
o v er what their m em bers of Congress do or 
do not do for Washington. 
l^aws governing Washington, D. C., a re all 
a cts of Congress, m a tters for which the 
Congress genera lly feels it ha s little tim e 
with which to deal. Consequently, m a ny 
residents of the city want home rule but 
there a re no signs they will get it. Congress 
would probably be hard pul to give a good 
rea son, but it does not intend to let loose 
of its control over Washington. 
★ 
As a m a tter of principle, once Congress 
ha s its hands in .something, it Just doesn’t 
want to ta ke them out. And if you ever 
thought you had a lot of governm ent m 
Lincoln or in the sta te, the a ffa irs and 
properties of the nation in Washington would 
m a ke you think twice. 
Single depa rtm ents 
of (he 
government 
occupy entire squa re blocks in most In-

sta nces and more in som e ca ses. One whole 
street in the downtown a rea has been closed 
for expansion of the White House, which 
would alrea dy m a ke severa l of the N ebra s­ 
ka governor’s mansion. 
★ 
T ra vel by rail also has some a dva nta ges 
of its own. T here is no better way of seeing 
what it would mean to have highways with­ 
out billboards than to tra vel by rail. 
As you cross the country by tra in, you see 
little to obstruct your view of the terra in. 
You ca n look for m iles over hills, va lleys 
and fertile fields and never once miss any­ 
thing due to a line of billboards blotting out 
the countryside. 
When you add the luxury of this to the 
sa fety it would bring to automobile tra vel, 
it m a kes you wonder why 
anyone except the billboard 
owners would want the signs 
along the highways. You also 
get a good look by tra in a t 
the “ ba ck y a rd ” of m any cities. In genera l, 
the ha ck ya rds a re pretty m isera ble and 
the la rger the city, 
the m ore 
filth and 
poverty a re found. Lincoln, of course, is not 
a beauty spot in every corn er you look but 
it has a long way to go to be a s bad off 
a s m a ny cities. IJnfortuna tcly, it will som e 
day be just a s bad off iinle.ss it m a kes a 
conscious effort to avoid it. 
But you can also see what ca n be done 
if there is a w ill The nation’s la rgest and 
probably fanciest motel is built along a high­ 
way in Alexandria, Va. The ba ck of thi.s 
deluxe a ccom oda tion, which is pa rked the 
y ea r around, is not more than 20 feet from 
a railroad tra ck. T h ere is no doubt that 
this nation contains m a ny a rea s of violent 
contra st from which a grea t deal ca n lie 
learned. What is needed from that point 
on 
is 
the 
determ ination

lessons in useful constructive ways.

Ovcr.seas 
countries have no desire to liquidate their

They sup­ 
port the prices of their own fa rm products 
frequently in a g rea ter amount than we do, 
whether they a re a surplus producing or a 
deficit producing nation. 
P rice

little direct effect on world trade. 
The fury of the A m erica n debate on price 
supports, therefore, is m isdirected. G rea tly 
m ore im portant to the m ovem ent of g rea ter 
amounts of food oversea s, and especia lly to 
the six nations joined in com m on m a rketing, 
is the forthcoming A m erica n trea tm ent of 
its ta riff question. If it is going to pinch 
down on foreign imports it is very likely 
that foreign countries will pinch down on 
th(*ir importation of Am erica n food. T h a t 
will not aid in the solution of our food 
surplus.

Battle Of The Week 


If there were something called a ba itle- 
o/-the-week contest in Congress, the winner 
this week would probably be President E i ­ 
senhower’s proposal for reorganization of 
the D efense D epa rtm ent. Hearings on the 
proposal will begin Thursda y in the House 
with testimony first from Secreta ry of D e­ 
fense Neil M cElroy. 
This first witness is expected to uphold 
the views of the President on reorga niz a ­ 
tion but a fter that, the hearings could de­ 
velop into a free-fo r-a ll E x cep t 
for the 
President, there is no unanimous thinking 
tha t th e .se rv ic es them selves will ba ck tlie 
plan. 
There is, on the other hand, some thought 
tha t the services will oppose the plan a t 
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least below the level of the chiefs of staff.

From public sta tem ents that have been 
made so ta r, one a rea of criticism will be 
against past use of executive direction. It 
is repfirUnt on some fronts that the P re s i­ 
dent now has enough authority to reiluce 
the conflicts and waste within the services 
but has declined to use this authority.

S(‘atlle (4^) John Castellani, 
Athletic director and h e a (1 
bask etball coach at Seattle 
University , resigned Monday 
two hou rs after the NCAA 
placed the school on t w o- 
y ear probation lor his re­ 
cru iting practices. 
He said he had not been 
ask ed to (|u lt as a resu lt ot 
the disciplinary action bu t felt 
it wou ld be for the good of 
the school. He said he ha d 
intended giving u p coaching 
by the end of the y ear any ­ 
way and was think ing of re­ 
su ming his law stu dies. 
“ I have no fu tu re plans to 
coach,” Castellani said. 
He denied there had been 
any pressu re on him as a re­ 
su lt of the NCAA crack down, 
bu t added in a formal state­ 
ment: 
“ In light of the penalties im- 
pos(‘d on Seattle University , 
it is my considered opinion 
that my resignation as head 
coach and athletic director 
wou ld best serve the interests 
of the u niversity .
